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Brunson Is Only Candidate To 


Register As Democrats Qualify 


Marion Brunson was the 
lone political candidate to sign on the 
dotted line Monday afternoon when the 
Coffee County Democratic Committee 
set the qualifying fee and opened the 
way for candidates to officially begin 
their campaigns. Actually, several beat 
committeemen paid their $10 fee and 
signed up for re-election. 

Chairman Jackson W. Stokes 
opened the meeting with ‘‘It is time for 
us to identify if we are Democrats or 
Republicans. Nineteen-eighty-two is 
the time to stand up. Tomorrow you are 


geing to be called on to fight.” He 
continued with, ‘Lam not talking about 
anyone or referring to any ‘reborn’ 
Democrats, but we must stand up.” 

The Committee, under the direction 
of Chairman Stokes, set $600 as the cost 
of running for probate judge in the 
September Democratic primary. Candi- 
dates for sheriff must pay $500; school 
board members - $25, while coroner 
candidates and beat committeemen will 
pay $10 each. 

Local races this year include - of 
course the probate judge and sheriff - as 


well as two school board seats and 
coroner in both the Elba and Enterprise 
divisions. 

On hand for the meeting were 
district and statewide candidates also. 
Senator Wallace Miller and his 
announced challenger, former Senator 
Crum Foshee, were both on hand and 
made short talks. Circuit Judge Terry 
Butts asked for the vote and support of 
committeemen, noting he had always 
tried to be fair and put the criminal 
element behind bars. Butts qualified 
with the state committee on Saturday. 


National Security Board Of Directors 


Urges Stockhoiders Not To Seil 


The Board of Directors of the 
National Security Insurance Company, 
in a letter dated May 26, 1982, 
recommended to its stockholders the 
rejection of Atlantic American Corpor- 
ation's offer to purchase up to 415,000 
shares, or approximately 40% of the 
outstanding common stock of the local 
company. 

Atlantic American had offered to 
pay 512.50 in cash and a debenture with 
a face value of $12.50, per share, or a 
total of nearly $10.4 million for the 
outstanding stock. 

In a meeting on Thursday, May 20, 
the National Security Board of Directors 
unanimously determined that the offer 
was irtadequate as to price, and not in 
the best interest of the company and its 
shareholders. It further recommended 
that the offer be rejected. 

The letter mailed by NSIC stated in 
bold letters, ‘‘No director or officer of 
your company intends to tender any 
shares pursuant to this offer. Officers 


and directors own approximately 31% 
of the company’s outstanding shares."’ 

Included in the letter were five 
particular points of consideration the 
directors felt were of most importance: 


(1) Atlantic American's price is 
inadequate...the closing price of Na- 
tional Security stock of March 30 was 
$15'A....the interest rate is below pre- 
vailing market rate...the availability of a 
ready market for the debentures is 
questionable; 

(2) Atlantic American's offer may 
have adverse tax consequences...long 
term shareholders will be exposed to 
long term capital gains taxes; 

(3) The prospects for National 
Security Insurance Company are excel- 
lent....during the past five years, the 
statutory book value of the company has 
grown at a compounded annual growth 
rate of 21.6% per year; 

(4) Atlantic American's acquisition 
of National Security Insurance Com- 


pany could be detrimental to National 
Security Insurance Company's business 
and operations.... Atlantic has no indus- 
trial life or low value property insur- 
ance business; 

(5) The Atlantic American offer 
leaves minority stockholders....The At- 
lantic offer is for only 40% of the 
company’s stock, which, if acquired, 
would give Atlantic approximately 48% 
of the outstanding stock. 


The ‘letter also stated that the 
stockholders had until June 8 to exer- 
cise withdrawal rights if they had 
already tendered shares. 

In a related article in the June 2 
issue of the Wall Street Journal, 
Atlantic American's president R. Craig 
Murray was quoted as saying, “‘We 
were surprised and disappointed to 
learn of National Security’s announce- 
ment. This is the first indication we've 
had that there were any objections at 
all.”"

Brockton Police Feel Big Net Always 
Best, Use Economy-Size Patrol Car 


When most cities consider the pur- 
chase of patrol cars for their police 
departments, the police chief and 
councilmen usually argue about special 
police packages and high powered 
motors needed to catch law breakers. 
However, such was not the case re- 
cently when the town of New Brockton 
went shopping for a car and purchased a 
1982 Dodge Omni, a small, economy car 
that has turned more than a few heads. 

**l recommended getting an econo- 
my car to the council,’ said New 
Brockton Police Chief Gordon Lueck. 


**and everybody just went along with it. 
We had a Mercury patrol car with a big 
motor that only got 6-7 miles per gallon, 
and was in need of repair, so, when the 
specifications were written up we wrote 
up specs for a small car, and got the 
Omni. We've had the car a month and 
have already put 5,000 miles on it, and 
so far we have had no complaints. It’s 
getting between 21-22 miles per gallon 
and it’s used on all three shifts. It is 
already broken in! The car has a 2.2 liter 
motor, which is larger than the stan-

dard motor, but that was the only thing 
we added. What we have is simply an 
economical patrol car that we hope will 
save us money.” 

When asked about the car’s ability 
to chase speeding cars, Lueck stated, ‘I 
don’t imagine it will run down any 
sports car, but you can’t outrun the 
radio. We don’t go around chasing 
people anyway, unless it involves a 
felony, so, the new car won't make 
much difference." 

**T think smaller patrol cars will be a 
common site in years to come,”’ added 
Lueck. *‘Especially in small towns.'’ 
Some sheriff departments up north 
already use smaller cars, as do some 
other towns. The small patrol cars will 
be practical in larger towns, for use in 
patrolling business districts, and save 
cities money. Yessir, I think in a couple 
of years New Brockton won't be the only 
town with a bubble on a small car.”’ 


Circuit Clerk Jim Ellis also qualified 
with the state committee Saturday. He 
briefly addressed the gathering and 
asked for their support. 

Representative Jimmy Holley 
announced he didn’t really know where 
the federal courts would set his district, 
but he had just qualified in Coffee, 
Covington, Geneva, Dale and Pike 
Counties in hopes that all possible 
alternates had been covered. 

Political newcomer Larry Lee of 
Montgomery was present and 
announced he was secking the con- 
gressional seat now held by Republican 
Bill Dickinson. 

Marion Brunson told the gathered 
party leaders that he was the most 
inexperienced politician in the room but 
hoped they would support him. He 
promised to knock on as many doors as 
possible in the county, and when 
elected he would work even harder as 
probate judge. He promised to listen 
well and be the best probate judge 
Coffee County has ever had. 

Secretary of State Don Siegelman 
popped in on the meeting and took a few 
minutes to formally address the group; 
he stayed around to talk with all 
members individually.

Elba Police Chief Presents 
Council With Detailed Report 


‘The Elba City Council made quick 
work of an apparently long agenda at its 
regular meeting Monday night. All 
members were present and participat- 
ing in the discussions and votes. The 
council tackled the lease on the 
American Legion building, street 
paving, rezoning a parcel of land, 
touched lightly on school district lines, 
paid the bills, wrestled with one of 
Elba’s many drainage ditches and paid 
the bills -- along with assorted other 
items. 

Police Chief Dick Reeves gave the 
council a detailed report of department 
activities during the months of April 
and May. Printed copies of these 
reports reveal just about anything 
desired about activities in the police 
department. One detail that sticks out 
is the 12,523 miles the police cars 
traveled in the month of May! Also, in 
spite of complaints that no dogs are ever 
picked up, the report indicates that 36 
were impounded during the month. 
Policemen aren’t all bad, as some 
complaints would have us believe, as 
the report indicates a total of 31 
warnings given out during the month of 
May. Reeves also introduced Steve 
Arbogast, and the council accepted him 
ona 90-day probation as a police officer. 
Arbogast is a trained policeman with 
experience in another state. 

Recreation Director Dennis Smith 
reported to the council on the activities 
of his department. Softball and 
baseball are active for boys, girls and 
men, according to Smith. Construction 
is underway on the new recreation park 
and the two city pools are almost ready 


io dpen. The lone question asked of 
Smith concerned the bleachers 
requested at Mulberry, and he 


explained that a set had been placed up 
there, and as soon as bids could be 
taken, those scheduled for the new field 
would be purchased and used at 
Mulberry until opening of the new 
fields. 


Ear! McCollough addressed the 
council and presented a petition with 
about 300 signatures of citizens urging 
ihe naming of the new park in honor of 
his late brother, Marvin *‘Champ”’ 
McCollough, who died after being 
struck by a vehicle while walking one 
night in October of 1977. McCollough 
said his petitions had been gotten up 
and signed ‘*by all the people who live 
between Whitewater Creek and Pea 
River.’’ He said they felt it was proper 
to name the facility after ‘‘Champ”’ 
because that was his old stomping 
grounds. McCollough also presented 
petitions signed by owners of 38 
businesses of Elba also urging the 
name.

Mayor Bob English noted the 
council had already named the facility 
the Hawkins-Williams Park and said 
this caught him unprepared to make a 
decision. He reminded McCollough 
that their previous conversations had 
dealt with naming the street after his 
laie brother. On a motion by Council- 
man Sonny Inman the council tabled 
any action on the matter until further 
study. 


The lease on the American Legion 
building again came before the council. 
Legion officials were quoted as turning 
down the offer of $500 a year in place of 
renewing the lease under the option for 
$100 a year and all maintenance. After 
some discussion the council heard a 
motion by Councilman Charles Kennett 
that they drop the lease on the legion 
building, request use of a_ school 
lunchroom for the summer, and if the 
senior citizens center is not approved in 
July, renovate the old city hall or use 
the building at the city pool, whichever 
is most practical. Councilman Wayland 
Sharpless voted against the motion. 

Councilman Cleo Hawkias explained 
to the council the problem of the 


drainage ditch between Nasco 
Equipment Company and the home of 
Cliff Boutwell. Boutwell had requested 
that it either be filled or pipe installed 
as promised to him by previous city 
officials. After some discussion, the 
council approved a motion by Sharpless 
that the mayor and street superinten- 
dent keep the ditch as clean and smooth 
as possible. 


Bids will be advertised on paving of 
Theresa, Duchan and Parker Streets. 
The cost is estimated to be $12,000 - 
$15,000, and the city has $13,000 that 
can only be used on street work. 

Rezoning of Kelley property on Troy 
Highway near the Northwood Plaza was 
approved as recommended by the 
zoning board; two appointments on the 
Recreation Board were tabled until the 
next meeting, with Kennett and 
Sharpless appointed to recommend 
replacements; a brief discussion on 
school district lines indicated it was best 
not to take any action in that area; and 
the council approved payment of bills 
totaling $13,867.19, of which $5011.16

The IRS said it is impor- 
tant that affected taxpayers 
not delay their June 15 pay- 
ment because they have not 
received the forms. Taxpay- 
ers should include on the 
check their social security 
number, name, address and 
indicate that the payment is 
for 1982 estimated taxes. A 
20% per year penalty is 
charged for failing to file 
timely estimated tax pay- 
ments.

Verify record before you mount that big fish! 


That's a mighty big fish 
for that species! Maybe it's 
even a record-breaker, but 
you'll never know if, before 
having it officially weighed. 
you eat the fish or mount it. 
You can chuckle, but several 
potential record-breakers ac- 
tually have suffered that 
fate. Can you imagine trying 
to prove the fish you ate 
might have broken the 
record, 

So you ask, “What's the 
procedure, what must I do to 
prevent such a nightmare? If 
you or anyone you know 
catches a potential record- 
breaking fish, there is some 
recommended action to take. 

First, be sure to preserve 
the fish as soon as it is taken 
out of the water. One of the 
best ways is to pack it in 
crushed or cracked ice prior 
to and before weighing it. 
The fish should also be 
packed in wet ice when 


taking it to fisheries biolo-

wists so they can verify the 
species and size. Fish prop- 
erly packed in wet ice shrink 
very little. Under no circum- 
stances cook or clean the fish 
before the biologists verify it. 

Certain procedures must 
be followed to establish an 
official record, The fish must 
be weighed on certi- 
fied scales in the presence of 
two witnesses. who will be 
required to sign an affidavit 
attesting to witnessing the 
weigh-in of the fish. Weigh- 
ing iS a very important 
clement in the process and 
must be done on certified 
scales, such as postal, meat 
market or grocery store type 
scales, or on one of the scales 
of the Department of Con- 
servation and Natural Re- 
sources. 

Once the fish has been 
properly weighed, it should 
again be packed in wet ice, or 
it may be frozen. You should 
then contact the fisheries

and on what kind of bait the 
possible record-breaking fish 
was taken. 

The data will be checked 
against that for the existing 
record fish of that species. If 
a new record is apparent. all 
data will be verified. 

Biologists check all po- 
tential record-breaking fish 
(© assure that no artificial 
weights have been added. 
Therefore. if you plan to 
mount the fish, you should 
fet the fisheries biologists 
know so they can make any 
necessary incisions properly.

hat they hinder fishing by 
entangling lures and lines;

Most weed problems can 
be prevented in properly 
constructed pond by follow- 
ing a good fertilization pro- 
gram. Sunliglit is necessary 
for plants to live. Many

A filamentous algae or 
other serious weed problems 
may develop —_ oveasionally 
where deep edges are main- 
tained and a good fertilizer 
program is practiced.
